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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that Sarring does not teach a 
transfer element and element 1224 is not a gripping element. The transfer element comprises an upper belt 1010 and a lower belt 1294 
as shown in Fig. 27. Element 1224 is a typo and should be 1010. The transfer element has the same speed as the moving side table 
between 300-330 degrees of the reciprocating cycle as shown in Fig. 38. The belt 1294 moves and changes speed during the cutting 
process since the transfer belts (the upper and the lower belt) start moving from a stationary state as shown in col. 42, lines 48-68. The 
side table moves in the transfer direction since the side table oscillates left, which is the transfer direction, and right in Fig. 2. 
Regarding the argument with respect to claim 21 , the belts 1 294 and the side table has zero speed at BDC in Fig. 38. Therefore, the belts 
1294 match the speed of the side table. 
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
